Emergency Relief (ER) funds in addition to dready programmed Federal ER funds ($43,629,000 capitd and
$8,296,000 support); decreases Interregiona Improvement Program (11P) funding by $1,750,000 from
$2,500,000 to $750,000; and programs $750,000 from San Mateo County’s Unprogrammed Share Balance
for the Devil’ s Side project on Route 1 for atota project cost of $164,741,000. The San Mateo County
Association of Governments and Caltrans are requesting this amendmen.

PROJECT FUNDING

Thetota cost for the Devil’ s Slide project, including prior expenditures, is $164,741,000. Under provisions
contained in the Transportation Efficiency Act for the 21% Century (TEA-21), the Devil’ s Slide project met the
requirements to recelve Federal Emergency Relief (ER) funds. In June 2, 1999, after the 1999 Federd
Appropriations Act waived the $100 million cap for the Devil’s Side project, the Federal Highway
Adminigration (FHWA) authorized 100% of Federal ER fundsfor the tunnd dternative. The 100% Federd
share gppliesto dl ER funding including funds used as an dternative while awaiting receipt of ER funds. Current
activitieswill be funded by an approved advanced construction of $10,980,000 in State Administered Federa
funds (STP) with future ER reimbursement. The $1,500,000 in State only STIP funds will be used to match the
$6,000,000 in High Priority Demonstration funds.

BACKGROUND

This project is for the congtruction of a 2-lane highway and tunnel through the San Pedro Mountains to bypass
the geologicdly ungtable area known as Devil’ s Side between Montara and Pacificaon Route 1 in San Mateo
County. The project has had along history beginning in the late 1960’ s when an inland bypass was first
proposed around the Devil’s Side area. After the winter storms of 1983, the FHWA authorized Federd ER
funds for the bypass due to severe damage on Route 1. An Environmental Impact Statement (EIS) was
completed in 1986 and advertisement of the construction contract was about to begin when severa lawsuits put
the project on hold. Inthewinter of 1995, a series of storms temporarily closed the route, renewing the need for
aninland bypass. In November 1996, the voters of San Mateo County passed Measure ‘' T', designating a
tunne as the preferred dternative for the bypass. Currently, afina Environmenta Impact Report (EIR)
incorporating public commentsisin preparation.
